FOLLOW DAY RAIDS 

The night sweeps came as a 
sequel to attacks on a score of road 
and rail junctions yesterday by | 
more than 1,500 U.S. heavy bombers

Allied planes yesterday hit 
virtually every major supply link 
in the 150-mile distribution zone 
supporting the German western 
front offensive. The fleet drop- 
ped 3,000 tons of explosives on 
freight yards and highway junc- 


tions ‘from Cologne south to 
Karlsruhe. 

Probably more than 1,500 British 
and Canadian Lancasters, Halifaxes 
and Mosquitos joined in the tre- 
mendous assault last night which 
left fires burning in Berlin and 
Hanover.

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Lots for Servicemen 

The finance committee has recommend- 
ed to the city council a discount of 20 
percent on the purchase price of city lots 
bought by servicemen who resided in Ed- 
monton before enlistment. This concession 
is by way of being a compromise between 
the proposal to give a 10 percent discount 
and the request of the Centra] Committee 
of War Auxiliaries that the lots be given 
to servicemen free. 

It is still not clear why the request of 
the Gentral Committee for free lots and a 
five-year tax exemption was rejected. 

The fact that any kind of a concession 
has been made at all indicates the intrinsic 
merit in the proposal. The difference be- 
tween the finance committee and the peti- 
tioners is merely one of degree. If the 
civic authorities, therefore, feel that some- 
thing should be done, there seems to be 
little reason for haggling over the extent 
of it. 

One alderman has pointed out, with 
considerable discernment, that the dis- 
count should be viewed as a gesture of 
good will rather than as a measure of 
financial] assistance. This is so exceedingly 
true that it seems a pity the finance com- 
mittee has not been able to more accurate- 
ly evaluate the wi and direction of that 
good will. 

For any device that will encourage the 
establishment of homes in this community 
is worth infinitely more to the city than 
to the immediate beneficiaries of the plan. 

The servicemen and servicewomen can 
probably worry along without free lots. 
But Edmonton cannot worry along with- 
out homes. 

And one can take it as a fact that men 
and women discharged from the services 
will settle wherever prospects are bright- 
est. Their choice of a community will not 
be made along sentimental lines, but along 
the lines of practical consideration. 

Edmonton should not forget that those 
who have served overseas have severed, 
to some extent, the ties of habit and cus- 
tom that bound them to this community.

Cut tae old price be- 
fore the raise, in half, to bona fide 
home builders, Lots that were list- 
ed before the raise at $900 are now 
listed at $1,200. Cut the price to 
$450 to the man and woman who 
really wants the lots for a home- 
and will sign a contract to that 
effect and build a house within six 
months or a year 

There are many of Edmonton's

I have written this and the fore- 
going articles with full responsi- 
bility, and full knowledge that I am 
crying against the wind.

Radio and Monopoly in Canada 


By GRANT DEXTER 


The Economist has published in 
recent weeks a series of articles on 
radio broadcasting which are of 
considerable interest in this coun- 
try. The Economist points out that 
radio is less than 25 years old and 
is still in the experimenta! stage 
Yet, in the United Kingdom, it is 
tending to ossify, to become set 
and incapable of adaptation. 

At the outset, The Economist 
poses the question: What is the 
mission of radio? Some say its 
function is to educate, to uplift 
Others regard it as the all-power- 
ful instrument of propaganda, much 
too potent to be allowed out of the 
direct control of the state. Still 
others desire only amusement from 
radio. 

But whatever its mission may be 
The Economist suggests that one 
thing is clear Radio programs 
must be interesting or they are 
as nothing. Even dictators have 
been unable to compel people to 
listen to programs. Broadcasting 
is not like schoo! teaching, where 
the pupils are under discipline and 
the subjects are laid down. Rather 
it resembles the theatre, which 
must attract an audience. 

The secret of interest, said The 
Economist, is variety in programs, 
There must be a choice, and the 
wider the cholce the better. Com- 
petition is the necessary and indis- 


pensable mechanism of variety 
Hence monopoly in radio broad- 
casting is condemned as funda- 


mentally wrong

The Economist develops the case 


against monopoly with great 
cogency. The power of a mon- 
opoly in radio ls self-evident 
“That this enormous power 
should be placed in the handa of a 
monopol however highminded

The only medium comparable to 
radio is printing, and a monopoly 
of printing is not only unthinkeble 
but the slightest infringement of 
the freedom of printing arouses 
public disapproval 

“If the radio is to be the ser- 
vant of a free society, and not its 


assassin, it must follow in the 
printers’ footsteps and it must 
regard itself as a free, medium 


and be prepared to put out to the 
orld virtually everything that ts 
offered to it—subject to laws 
against libe! and indecency. Only 
so can radio avoid becoming a 
prison for the human spirit 


But apart from the over-all case 
against radio monopoly, The 
Economist discusses at length the 
failure of a state monopoly to pro- 


duce satisfactory programs 
Monopoly, it says, has both 
strengths and weaknesses, but on 


the whole it is the weaknesses that 
are most conclusive. Monopoly is 
\Strong towards the wrong people 
and week toward the wrong people 
It can take an immensely strong 
line with its listeners. Its ban is 
inal: it rules its listeners with a 
rod of iron. Listeners ma¥ grumble 
but they cannot affect policy. Thei: 
weakness is that they are delivered 
to the monopoly by law, bound 
hand and foot. They must support 
the monopoly with hard cash in 
their radio license fees whether or 
not they like it 

The monopoly, on the other hand
